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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Applicant respectfully traverses that Fapojuwo fails to disclose receiving one or more limits related to processing capacity of a base 
station, wherein said one or more limits corresponding to one or more parameters representative of said traffic load of the network. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Fapojuwo teaches a receiver for receiving a representation of available call capacity 
from each of the base stations, where the call capacity depends on a number of parameters such as power, active channels, etc. The 
available call capacity is a sort of limit because no more than that particular amount can be used for the call. The Applicant also 
respectfully traverses that Andersson fails to disclose one of said parameters is associted with the number of radio links that can be 
established and a corresponding limit is represented by a maximum number of radio links that can be established. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Andersson teaches determining a load on a telecommunication system and adjusting 
resources, such as a number of handover legs, for a prospective connection. As the claims are intepreted in their broadest sense, the 
Examiner understands Fapojuwa and Andersson to disclose the Applicants invention. The claims are therefore not patentably distinct. 
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
